Boston, September 30.—The drop 
in the price of sugar has caused a 
shrinkage in value of at least $250,- 
000.000. according to an estimate 
made to Attorney General Allen to- 
day by Edwin Q. Atkins, head of.a 
local sugar firm and an official of 
several of the largest companies in 
this country artd Cuba. Stocks of 
, Sugar in this country now. are 
enormous, he said,.and he estimated 
them at. 2,000,000. tons. 

The attorney general, who is 
making ah inquiry into the sugar 
situation, with special reference to 
recent high prices, expressed the 
opinion that when the drop in price 
came the American Sugar Refining 
company should have absorbed some 
of the loss as a means of Helping 
small dealers who had stocked up 
at the higher prices. The attorney 
general said he had knowledge tha 
the company immediately before the 
decline from high prices made it 
compulsory for customers to do 
business of written contracts stipu 
lating prices. Mr. Atkins said ab- 
Sorption of part of dealers’ losses 
by the American company might 
have forced it. into bankruptcy. 

Causes of High Pricer. 

The unusually high prices of su- 
‘kar, the withess stated,’ were due to 
1 competition, . speculation - ahd in- 
creased operating costs.

Washington, September 30—Price 
cutting has taken hold -of ° the 
wholesale trade to an extent ‘that 
son must be felt substantially in, 
lower prices to the consumer, . ‘at- 
cording to the federal’ res®rve 
board’s monthly usiness. review, 
made public tonight.

New York, September 30.—The 
board of directors of the National 
Association Opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage announced at a meeting here 
today that “with or without the 
ballot,” the nationgl association and 
twenty-eight state-associations are 
preparing to maintain. themselves 
as “permanent, independent” bodies.

A bulletin, sent to members, &vas 
It stated that the ®on- 
stitutionality of the nineteenth 
amendment is now in the courts 
for decision and that further suits 
are in preparation. “It declared that 
“the power to amend the constitu- 
tion has not been exercised by the 
requisite three-fourths of the staate 
legislatures (especially Tennessee) 
West Virginia and Missouri) in a 
valid and legal manner.” 

In male suffrage states, the bul- 
letin added, women may register, 
but if they vote before supreme 
court decisions are handed down 
a contested election may result.

Cold Snap of Year 


With the passing of summer and 
its warm days, Jack Frost's long 
vacation’ ma yas well be said to 
have termianted. His advance 
agents«that swept down upon At- 
lantaWednesday night with their 
biting winds, herald loudly the ap- 
proach of their master, and sent 
every ont scurrying to the cover of 
sweaters and overcoats and annoyed 
many who had neglected their sup- 
ply of coal. 

This was the first real cold wave 
that has touched Atlanta, and in 
twelve hours the mercury fell to.a 
temperature of 42.9 degrees, which 
equals the coldest temperature that 
ever existed in Atlanta in the month 
of September since 1899, when, on 
September 30 of that year. the mer- 
cury fell to the exact degree of 
Wednesday night’s temperature. 
Meteorological records, taht date 
back to 1879 pové' that 42.9 de- 
grees is a record for September, and 
has never fallen below that figure 
since the first. meteorological report 
in 1879. ‘ 

Wind Velocity High. 

The velocity of the wind during 
the past twenty-four hours was 
high but not excessive.

Washington, September 30.—It is 
reliably learned that the “Irrecon- 
cilable” group of republican sena- 
ters, those who have opposed the 
entry of the United States into the 
league of natibns under any terms, 
are displeased with the attitude of 


Senator Harding toward the league. 
Chief among them are Senators Bo- 
rah and Johnson, who ied the fight 
for complete rejection of the treaty 
of Versailles. ‘ 

While it is not expected the two 
western senators will openly act in 
a manner to cause a rift in the par« 
ty, with the presidential campaign 
nearing its end, their views havé 
caused concern among the party 
leaders. Harding, in their opinion, 
has not come out strongly enough 
in opposition to the league of na- 
tions. Added to this are doubts 
raised by his declaration that he 
favors a world court, when this fact 
is coupled with the return of Elihu 
Root from Europe, where he helped 
to draw plans for a. court, under 
commission from the league. 


Said to Be Sulking. 


So the irreconcilables are sald to 
be sulking, in an effort to force the 
candidate into a stronger position. 
The declaration that he “scrapped” 
the Wilson league does not satisfy 
them. They want no league or as- 
sociation of nations of any kind. Nor 
do they want a world court, par- 
ticularly if it is'to be an off-shoot 
of a league of nations, as the court 
proposed by Root and his colleagues 
would be. 

Senator Borah, now In Washine- 
ton, declined to discuss the atti- 
tude of the group he led. 

“IT have nothing to say.” he re- 
plied, when asked for an opinion 
about Senator Harding’s views as 
set forth in his Ironton speech. In 
this speech Harding said he did 
not favor entering the league as 
negotiated at Versailles, but that 
he wanted “an association of na- 
tions” and “an international court.” 
Harding did not go into details. 


Borah on- World Court. 


Borah likewise declined to say 
whether or not he had written to 
Harding, explaining his objections. 
as he is reported to have done, nor 
‘would Borah approve or condemn 
the world court, stating that he 
had lacked opportunity to learn just 
what it is. 


Republican leaders do not under- 
estimate the possible effect of a 
break with the Borah-Johnson 
wing. Their support was enlisted 


with difficulty, and the peaee ar- 
ranged was a patched affair, made 
only after Harding had granted 
concessions. The irreconcilables con- :‘ 
stitute a powerful force in the sen- 
ate, and have a considerable fol- 
lowing. For the present, it would- 
seem their opposition is tacit, for 
the purpose of “smoking out” the 
candidate. 


Viewpoint of Democrats. 


Democrats are awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to tur nto their advantage 
any advocacy of the world court 
scheme Root assisted in evolving. 
Root acted on invitation of 
league, it was explained, and 
court would function under 
league.

an attempt to “leagilze the traffic 
in women and girls,” as asserted 
by Mrs. Arthur L. Livermore, chasr- 
man of the republican woman's 
state executive committee, in an 
address at Somerville, N. J:, last 
night, attacking the league. 

Mr. Fosdick said that for eight 
months he had charge “of. this 
particular activity” of the league 
and the work “was aimed at the 
ultimate suppression of the traffic 
in women and girls.” 

Article twenty-three was 
in the covenant, he declared, at the 
solicitation of the American  So- 
cial Hygiene association, the Inter- 
national League for the Abolition 
of the White Slave traffic and sim- 
ilar organizations.

46 FIRE ALARMS 
GIVEN IN ONE DAY 
AT BIRMINGHAM 


Birmingham, Ala., September 30.— 
Forty-six fire alarms were answer- 
ed by the Birmingham fire depart- 
ment today, most serious among 
the blazes being one at Powderly, 
entailing a loss estimated at $75,000, 
the county schoolhouse, several 
stores and homes being burned. 

The unusual number of fires are 
attributed to the cold snap and the 
stiff wind which has been dDlowing 
all day, fanning small fires into 
destructive blazes. 7 

The fire department was unable 
to respond to the call from Powder- 
ly, which is outside city limits, be- 
cause of the large number of alarms 
turned in from points in the city. 
Besides the Powderly schoolhouse 
land four grocery stores, the homes 
of four families were burned. 

Several negro houses in Avondale 
were destroyed and the manse of 
the Second Presbyterian church was 
damaged. Most of the other blazes 
were extinguished béfore serious 
damage resulted.

. New York, September 30.,-(Spe- 
cial.)—The percentage condition of 
cotton for the month of September, 
according to reports received from 
approximately 1,800 special corre- 
spondents of The Journal of Com- 
merce, indicates a loss of 8.7_points 
to 63.9, which compares with 72.6 
in August, 74.8 in July, and is the 
heaviest decline for this season of 
the year in the past ten years. The 
next largest was in 1919, when a 
doss of 8.1 was reported. 

In 1917 a decline of 5.1 was re- 
ported, while Sepfember .of 1915 
showed a falling off of 7.0. The 
present condition figure is 1.3 points 
below the ten-year average of 65.2, 
but is 7.1 points higher than in Sep- 
tember a year ago, when it had 
fallen to 56.8. In 1917 there was a 


less of 5.1, in 1916 of 4.7 and in 1915 
of 7.0, with the per cent condition 
in those years 64.5, 59.6 and 63.7, 
respectively. 

Despite the reduction in condition 
the yield still promises to exceed 
last year’s, when the acreage piant- 
ed was estimated at -35,133,000_ and

method of calculation the estimated 
yield will be 13,229,000 bales, ex- 
cluding linters and allowing 1 per 
cent for abandoned acreage.

16,134,930 bales of cotton were ac- 
tually. produced, and compares with 
last year’s final yield of 11,329,755 
bales. 

The record by states shows that 
the largest loss was. in Florida, 
which declined no less than 19.8 
points. Arkansas came next with a 
reduction of 14.7. Oklahoma is 10.3 
Points lower and Mississippi 9.8 
points, Texas and Tennessee were 
also heavy losers, being respectively 
8.8 and 8.7 points below last month. 
North Carolina lost 6.0 and South 
Carolina 6.5.

Equipment shares eased with 
steels, despite the belief that the 
transportation companies are com- 
pleting plans for purchases of large 
quantities of materials in the final 
quarter of the year and oils were 
less resilient than usual. 

The only noteworthy stock mar- 
ket feature was an early drive 
against the shorts in Crucible Steel, 
which carried that stock up 8% 
points to 135, the net gain, how- 
ever, being only 1% points. Other 
issues of the same class were low- 
er by fractions to almost 2 points 
at the irregular close. 

Rails made their highest quota- 
tions in the last hour on a brisk 
inquiry for seasoned issues of the 
Pacific and Granger divisions at 
net advances of 1 to about 2 points, 
while secondary rails also harden- 
ed moderately and specialties sus- 
tained additional losses.

| Willys-Overland Closing 


Caused Slump in Motors

New York, September 30.—Motor 
stocks were particularly weak .in 
today’s market and for that matter 
general industrial lists seemed to 
feel the pressure of trade read- 
justment.@On the other hand the 
rails continued firm with interest 
centered in the dividend-paying 
stocks, while railroad bonds con- 
tinued in active demand. Oj! 


shares were also weak, but the ac- 
tion of the market as a whole again 
emphaSized the fact that there is 
little real liquidation going on, 

The motor shares were affected 
by the report that the Willys-Over- 
land concern. had closed its Toledo 
plant although it was later under- 
stood that this was only a tempo- 
rary shut-down, pending a readjust- 
ment to a possible three-day week. 
"Even the Pierce-Arrow made a new 
low record, although there has been 
no amnouncement of reduction in 
the high-priced cars, but rather an 
asSurance that nothing of this’ kind 
would be done. 

This lack of discrimination re- 
flected the pessimistic attitude to- 
ward stocks representative of luxu- 
ries, although one or two of the 
food stocks also shared In the weak- 
ness. The Steels and equipments 
stood up very well, while Crucible 
made a spectacular advance of 7 
points when a vulnerable short in- 
terest was uncovered, although 


most of this advance was lost later 
in the day. 

Traders seemed to realize today 
that so much interest had been-cen- 
tered wfpon the low-priced rails that 
the dividend-payers had been over- 
looked, with the result that there 
,.was a good demand for Union Pa- 
cific, Atchison, New York Centra, 
Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern preferred. This group was more 
active than at any time since the 
armistice. Railway bonds continued 
active demand, with other classes of 
issues also taken readily. Both the 
Bell Telephone and the Pennsyiva- 
nia offerings were promptly over- 
subscribed. The entire bond list 
is attracting attention as money re- 
leased by price deflation is seeking 
other employment. Southern Pa- 
cific convertibles were favorably 
regarded, while [Erie general 4’s 
went back to their high point of 
48. .Rock Island 4’s made a new 
high at 69 3-4. ‘Liberty bonds, how- 
ever, were heavy, although the 
French 8’s remained firm at 1011-4 
and the Belgium 71-2’s at 98. 

One of the hardest hit of the in- 
dustries is Leather, with tanneries 
all over the country operating at 
only 30 per cent capacity, while the 
New England shoe factories are not 
operating with more than 1@ per 
cent, and the head of the new Ar- 
mour Leather company said that 
unless there was a change for the 
better it would be necessary to 
close down. He blames the pres- 
en troubles on the retailers, who, 
he declares, have profiteered enor- 


mously,’ refusing to liquidate as 
the wholesalers have had to do.

She dominated, to be sure, and in 
her delicately certain fashion held 
the audience alternately expectant 
and satisfied until her last light bit 
o7 humor had been quaintly spoken 
Lines have nothing to do with the 
humor of a play when Mrs..F ske 
aoes it, it seems. The humor is ir 
th® atmosphere the moment Mrs 
Fiske wishes it, whether it is by 
facial expression, by a delicious sort 
cf hypnotism, or what-not. You're 
Celighted if she warts you to be, 
cr yov’re attentive to the unique 
philoscphy which was woven into 
the three acts of the play. 

Marion Berry, an Atlanta glirl, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. George 
L. Berry, divided honors with Mrs. 
Fiske. At the end of the s*cond 
act trere was @*d'rtinct oration for 
the great actress who held, the title 
role, and in the distribution of ap- 
plause that occurred Atlanta showed 
her very willing attitude toward 
e-aiming Miss Berry as he- own. 
Miss Ferry appeared in the part of 
a vivacious and self-willed young 
2iri.who was very much in love, 
Delphine Falaise by name, and the 
impetuous behavior of the lass was 
ably interpréted bv the Atlanta girl. 
It seems not at all apropos to pre- 
dict a future for one so finished as 
Miss Berry, or for one who has al- 
ready demonstrated great ability in 
the three seasons past—which time 
has seen her career begin and grow. 

Attempts at dislect are always 


yi problematical on the stage, but the 


cast that supported Mrs. Fiske 
boasts notable exceptions. Chief 
among these was the case of Ed- 
ward Emery. who handled the part 
of Georges Durand, a Creole type 
of hot-headedness and extreme apti- 
tude toward argument. Mr. Emerv’s 
portraval of the role was notable 
in that it lacked any of the lapses 
from the dialect he snecessfullv 
used. This, it is already agreed, 
is unusual, for.the American stage 
seems to take it for granted that 
these lanses into perfect English are 
permissible. 

While we're at this tonic of com-

A PROCLAMATION. 

Submitting a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Georgia, to be voted on at 
the general election, to be held in Novem- 
ber, 1920, to amend Paragraph 1, Section 
18, of Article 6, of the Constitution of 
Georgia, relatives to increase in salaries 
of Judges of the Supreme Court, Court of 
Appeats and Superior Courts. 

By his excellency. 

HUGH M. DORSEY, 
Governor. 

Whereas, the General Assembly, at its 
session in 1920, proposed an amendment to 
the Constitution of this State, as set forth 
in an act approved August 17, 1920, to-wit: 


SALARIES OF JUSTICES OF SUPREME/ 
COURT AND JUDGES OF COUBT 
OF APPFPALS, 
No. 773. 

An Act to amend Paragraph 1, Section 13, 
of Article 6, of the Constitution of Geor- 
gia insofar as the same relates to sala 
ries of Justices of the Supreme Court 
and of Judges of the Court of Appeals 
and of Judges of the Superior Courts, so 
as to increase the salaries of the Justice 
of the Supreme Conrt, the judges of th 
Court of Appenis, the Judges'of the Supe- 
rior Courts and for other purposes. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State, of Georgia, and it ia 
hereby enacted by anthority of the same, 
that paragraph 1, of stction 13, of article 6, 
of the constitution of the state of Georgia, 
relating to salaries of the justices of the 
supreme court, and of the judges of the 
court of appeals, and of the judges of the 
superior courts, be and the same is hereby 
amend¢d so as to provide that the justices 
of the supreme court each shall have out 
of the trensury of the state salaries of 
$7,000 per annum; the judges of the court 
of appeals ench shall have out of the treas- 
ury of the state salarics of $7,000 per an- 
num; the judges of the superior conrt ¢ach 
shall have out of the treasury of the state 
salaries of $5,000 per annum; provided that 
the county of Chatham shall, from its treas- 
ury, pay to the judge of the superior court~ 
of the eastern ‘circuit $38,000 per annum: 
said payments are hereby declared to be a 
part of the court expenses of said county, 
and shall be made to the judge now in 
office, as well as his successors. Provided 
further, That the board of county com niis- 
sionergs of Fulton county, or such wofhcer 
board of persons as may from time to time 
exercise the administrative powers of Fui- 
ton county, shall have power and authority 
to pay the judges of the superior court of 
Fulton ‘county such sums, in addition to 
the salaries paid by the state, as said ad- 
ministrative authority or authorities may 
deem advisable, and the amounts so paid 
are declared to be a part of the court ex- 
penses of said county. Provided furthe-. 
That the board of county commissioners of 
the connties of Clarke, Floyd, Sumter, Bibb 
and Richmond, or such other board or per- 
son as may from time to time exercise the 
ndministrative powers of said several coun- 
ties, may supplement from their respective 
county’s treasuries the salaries of the juices 
of the cireuits of which they*are a part 
by such sum as may bé necessary with sal- 
nries prid each of said judgcs from the 
state treasury to make a salary of $6.000 
each per annom of anch jfudeecs: and such 
payments are declared to be a part of the 
court expenses of saaid countics, and euch 
payments shall be made to the judges now 
in office, as well as to their successors. 
Provided further, That the county of Fulton 
may supplement the salary of the judee of 
the Stone Mountain circuit, or the judzes 
fT snch other circuit as may be hereafter 
recnired to regularly preside therein, for 
additional services renderéd in the superior 
conrt said county, such sums as will, 
with the salary paidvsanch judge from the 
state treasury, make a salary of $6.00( per 
annum; payments are declared to be 
a part ofthe court expenses of Fulton conn- 
ty, such payments to be made to the judce 
now in office, as well as to his suec*ssors. 
The provisions of this ‘amendment shell take 
effect and the ealarics herein provided for 
shall begin from the ratification of this 
amendment, as provided in the second sec- 
tion hereof, and rhall apply to the incum- 
bents fin the several offices, as well as their 
suecegsors.. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted that if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds 
of the members of the general assembly of 
each house; the same shall be entered on 
their journals, with the ayes and nays 
taken thereon, and the governor shall canse 
the amendment to be published in one ™m 
more of the newspapers in each congres 
sional district for at least two months im- 
mediately precediny the next general elec- 
tion, and the same shall be submitted to 
the people at the next general election, and 
all persons véting at sald election in favor
